PARIS, France, Sept. H—The nature 


of Germany's reply to the proposals sub- 
mitted by France with the idea of reach-- 
ing nn agreement regarding the .Moroc- 
can problem has affected French govern- 
ment circles unpleasantly. 


Germany's counter prsposala were re- 


ceived in 'Paris Saturday night and it 
was decided to refer them to specialists 
on Moroccan questions. 
Wlien the spe- 


cialists have formed an opinion, Premier 
Craillaux will lay the whole matter be- 
fore the cabinet for decision. 


Germany asks, it appears, that every 


claim of (icnnan subjects to concessions 
in Morocco shall be recognized l>y France 
and that no now enterprise shall be 
started under the French 
protectorate' 


without being internationalized equally. 


Claims Are Enormous 


The claims of German subjects, par- 


ticularly those of Manncsmani! brothers 
and speculative companies organized by 
them arc enormous. 


The Herman terms also ask for a free 


hand in .Morocco with conditions that 
would, Recording to the French view, de- 
prive France of all her advantages, and 
would-give Germany privileges in Mo- 
rocco boyoud those of any power, even 
France.

A temporary way out of the difficulty 


may he that' some oilier signatory of 
the' Algeciras ;icfc will ask for another 
international conference.
